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Open election of mayor proposal 
before City Council tomorrow 


Should the voters of Lompoc elect 
their mayor and extend the mayoral 
term from one to two or four years? 
Lompoc’s City Council, which now 
elects the top city official from among 
its own members, will consider putting 
this question to the public at a regular 
meeting tomorrow night. 
The panel will also consider declaring 
a 15-year-old, uncompleted building a 
public nuisance and will receive a 
committee report on communications 
problems in Lompoc city government. 


The public session will get under way 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Lompoc School Board 
Meeting Room, 1301 North A St. 
State law provides that a simple 
majority of the voters in a general law 
city like Lompoc may decide upon direct 
election of the mayor and choose 
between terms of two and four years. 
The law also states that only the present 
city council may set this decision in 
motion by placing the proposition on the 
ballot. 
The question has been discussed 
before by other Lompoc councils and 
will be reviewed tomorrow at the 
request of Councilman and outgoing 
Mayor E C. Stevens.

Candidates for mayor could not also be 
candidates for the City Council under a 
direct election set up and this, argues 
Gardner, could remove one or more able 
council members from city service if 
they lost mayor elections. At present, a 
Lompoc mayor serves out a one-year

The 
official, Robert Horton said, “I have a 
feeling that proponents of the project 
are looking for the impossible if they’re 
hoping for the bypass to go ahead.” 
Horton said the Highway Commission, 
last month, voted out the remaining $3 
million in highway construction funds 
and that the money and the original sum 
laid aside for the Highway 1 bypass were 
being used for other highway projects. 
“Some of the highway money, $365,300 
was used to pay Haskell Construction 
Co., for damages,” Horton said. 
Other projects, at various stages of 
completion 
planning 
also 
will 
be 
doomed, according to Horton. “In the 
early 1980s the division of highways will 
be reduced to a maintenance operation 
unless new money is forthcoming,” he 
said. 
The bypass was stalled last year by a 
citizen lawsuit and decisions and court 
action that followed. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. A1 
Ullman, chairman of the tax-writing 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
today said he will insist that the Senate 
Finance Committee’s plan to grant up to 
$2,000 in tax breaks for home buyers be 
scrapped. 
“This is one thing that must be taken 
off the bill,” Ullman said during a 
hearing of his committee on energy 
taxes. 
Ullman also criticized several other 
sections of the finance committees 
$29 2 billion bill which is scheduled for 
Senate floor action as early as Tuesday. 
The finance committee bill already is 
$9.3 billion larger than the House-passed 
bill, produced by UUman’s committee, 
and it is expected to be expanded on the 
Senate floor. 
Ullman's statements today indicate he 
will take a hard line when the House and 
Senate 
bills 
are 
reconciled 
in

conference committee. 
Senate Democrats have voted to have 
the bill on President Ford’s desk before 
their Easter recess, scheduled to begin 
Friday, 
but 
differences 
developing 
between the House and Senate may 
force a long conference and delay the 
recess. 
The housing tax credit section would 
grant a credit against 1975 income taxes 
of 5 per cent of the purchase price of a 
home, up to a $2,000 credit, which would 
be subtracted from the taxes owed by 
April 15 of next year Both new and used 
homes would be eligible for the credit, 
as well as mobile homes.

U.S. overcharge 
to give Cambodia 
military aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The State 
Department 
announced 
today 
that 
Cambodia was overcharged $21.5 million 
for military weapons and ammunition in 
fiscal 1974 and now will be repaid in 
military material totaling that amount. 
State Department spokesman Robert 
L. Funseth said a Defense Department 
audit begun in May, 1974, determined 
that the Army failed to deliver $21.5 
million in ammunition for Cambodia 
under the fiscal 1974 Military Assistance 
Program. 
The announcement comes at a time 
when Congress is resisting President 
Ford’s request for an extra $222 million 
in emergency military aid to Cambodia 
He 
said 
the 
finding, 
made 
last 
Monday, resulted in a credit to the 
Cambodian government the following 
day.

Thousands of N.Y. doctors 
strike 23 city hospitals 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Thousands of 
doctors went on strike today against 23 
New York City hospitals, disrupting 
care for thousands of patients. 
It was the first major doctors’ strike 
in the nation’s history. 
The struck hospitals, 
both city and 
voluntary, 
im m ediately 
set 
up 
emergency 
procedures to 
provide 
adequate 
care 
for 
patients. 
The 
hospitals have a total of 14,000 beds and 
provide inpatient and outpatient care for 
10,000 persons a day. 
The voluntary hospitals are private, 
nonprofit 
m aking institutions. 
Unaffected by the walkout were 13 
hospitals operated by the city’s Health 
and Hospitals Corp. and several large 
private hospitals. 
The 
3,000-member 
Committee 
of 


Interns and Residents went on strike 
shortly after 7 a.m. when an 11th hour 
proposal by the League of Voluntary 
Hospitals, 
representing 
hospital 
m anagem ent, 
was 
rejected 
as 
inadequate. 
The striking doctors and interns are 
demanding better working conditions, 
including reduction of the work week to 
80 hours with no more than 15 hours in 
one day. 
The physicians claim they now work 
up to 110 hours a week and sometimes 
for more than 50 hours in one stretch 
Paul Yager, regional director of the 
Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation 
Service, said he was “not encouraged by 
the outlook.” after negotiations broke 
down. The physicians have been working 
without a contract for five months.

Fortunately, “ 1776,” written 
by Peter Stone and Sherman 
Edwards, isn’t a pretentious 
production 
as musicals go 
What the musical adds up to is 
a very light, at times silly, but 
refreshing evening of theater. 
No one was more surprised 
of this than your reviewer who 
attended 
the 
show 
with 
misgivings. After all, no songs 
from the musical have become 
familiar since its opening in 
1969, it has not had a long stage 
run, and you read critical 
remarks such as the authors 
"have contrived to turn one of 
the great events of our history

Childish romps? — yes, yes, 
that is true It’s also true — so 
it appeared to me — that 
“ 1776” was fun for much of 
the audience and the cast, 
though THIS musical may have 
gone on a bit too long and was 
trying at moments.

Abducted boy's body 
found in Scout camp 


GALENA, 111. (UPIt - The 
nude, frozen body of Joseph 
Didier, abducted two weeks 
ago as he was delivering news­ 
papers, has been found in a 
small cabin at a Boy Scout 
camp near the Wisconsin state 
line. 
Jo Daviess County Coroner 
Alan Steinke said Sunday that 
Didier, the eighth-grade son of 
a Rockford alderman, probably 
was strangled to death by his 
abductor. 
Didier’s body was discovered 
by Steve Olsen, 17, a member 
of a Monroe, Wis., scout troop, 
and William Kline, 22, a troop 
leader, who were summer staff 
members at the camp. They 
were checking the cabin Satur­ 
day for winter weather damage 
when they found the body. 
The body was lying on the 
floor of a small cabin. Olsen 
and Kline said they noticed red 
cuts around the boy ’s wrists. 
Steinke said it had not been 
determined how long the youth 
had been dead 
The discovery of the body 


ended 
an 
extensive 
12-day 
search which began when he 
disappeared on the morning of 
March 4. 
But in Rockford, Illinois' 
second largest city, a reward 
fund for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the 
boy’s abductor reached $6,500. 
Steinke conducted an exten­ 
sive autopsy, but refused to 
elaborate on the circumstances 
surrounding the slaying. 
Young Didier, the 15-year-old 
son of 
Rockford 
alderman 
George Didier Jr., was the 
third Rockford youth in three 
years 
to 
disappear 
while 
delivering papers. 
Rockford 
Police 
Chief 
Delbert Peterson held a news 
conference Sunday night and 
offered only two new pieces of 
information: 
there 
were 
indications young Didier was 
taken into the cabin alive and 
that there was no paint on the 
body. Police indicated there 
was little similarity between 
his death and the other two 
abductions.

Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction Wilson Riles today 
warned that fine arts pro­ 
grams, never strong in most 
California schools,

financial

of Education showed that many 
school districts currently offer 
incomplete programs and lack 
professional instructors. 
“Fine arts programs have 
been among the first to be cut 
back in school districts with 
financial 
problems,” 
Riles 
said. “1 think we need to look 
for ways to preserve what 
remains of this important part 
of our curriculum ” 
The study showed 63 per cent 
of the school districts serving 
junior and senior high schools 
offered no dance classes, 26 per 
cent lacked drama classes, and 
9 per cent did not conduct art or 
music instruction. 
The survey also found that 68 
per cent of the districts with 
elementary school children did 
not have a full or part-time 
specialist in art instruction.

Police hold;ng man 
believed 'slasher' 


LOS ANGELES (UP И - 
Police say a man being held for 
an attack with a hatchet may 
be the “Skid Row slasher’’ who 
has slit the throats of nine 
persons, mostly derelicts. 
The suspect is black, al­ 
though original descriptions of 
the killer indicated he was 
Caucasian and had stringy 
blond hair. 
Police Chief Ed Davis said 
Sunday the suspect was arrest­ 
ed for burglary-assault Feb. 3, 
two days after police found the 
ninth slasher victim with his 
throat slit from ear to ear 
Davis said the suspect would 
be charged in connection with 
the 
killings, 
but 
did 
not 
elaborate. 
“To what extent and precise­ 
ly in what way, we can tell you 
some of that,” Davis said 
“Then some of it is going to 
have to come out during the 
trial process ” 
The nine slasher victims 
were killed between Dec. 1 and 
Feb 
1 at various locations 
downtown, in the nearby Skid 
Row area and in Hollywood. All 
nine had their necks slashed so 
deeply 
they 
were 
almost 
decapitated 
Reports police had a slasher 
suspect in custody surfaced 
late last week. A spokesman 
told newsmen Saturday the 
suspect was “one of several” 
b eing 
in v e s tig a te d

connection with the killings. 
A later report described the 
evidence against the suspect as 
“very good.” 
He was scheduled for ar-

Each year there have 
been less and less 
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April 10, 1875 ... that was the day W.W. Broughton, founder of Lompoc 
and The Record, had been looking forward to for some time.

PORTLAND, Ore. (UPI) — Portland Trail Blazers’ 
center Bill Walton says FBI agents spread false rumors 
about him three times in an attempt to discredit him. 


“ There have been three instances this year already where 
some people tried to discredit my public image,” Walton 
said in a broadcast interview Sunday night following the 
Trail Blazers’ game. 


Walton didn’t play in the game due to a troublesome bone 
spur. 
Walton listed the “ instances” as reports he was going to 
quit professional basketball, he was “ faking” an injury that 
kept him out of play for much of his rookie year, “ and now 
involvement with the SLA. ” 
“ Possibly I’m being used as a scapegoat to cover up the 
F B I’s inability to find these three people,” he said of 


fugitive SLA members Patricia Hearst and William and 
Emily Harris. 
Walton is a close friend of radical sports organizer Jack 
Scott and his wife Micki. The couple is being sought by the 
FBI concerning a house rented in eastern Pennsylvania 
where fingerprints belonging to Miss Hearst and fugitive 
artist Wendy Yoshimura were found. 
The Scotts lived at Walton's 8100,000 home part of last 
year and early this year. A telephone at the home may have 
been used for calls to the Pennsylvania farmhouse. 
“ This whole thing seems to be totally absurd,” said 
Walton of his friends' involvement in the SLA case. He said 
he had nothing to tell the FBI when they questioned him last 
week about his friends' whereabouts. 
“ I trust and believe in Jack and Mickie Scott. They are 
fantastic people,” he said.

Ag preserve loophole

greatly concerned with planning for the 
higher education of our children. 
After reading some 
material last week on 
this subject, we are 
wondering whether or 
not we, along with all 
other 
parents, 
will 
ever be able to finan­ 
cially plan for such an 
education. 
It is reported that 
the parents of a child 
now 10 years old (we 
have

to spend more than $30.000 for the off­ 
spring's four-year education at a state 
university and more than $53,000 at a 
private 
university 
— 
assuming 
a 
“ conservative” seven per cent inflation 
rate 
To cover the latter cost, a family 
would have to save more than $4,500 a 
year for the next eight years, based on a 
five per cent after tax return on their 
savings 
Edwin E. 
Gatewood, 
well-known 
financial counselor, states that without 
question, inflation has become the 
major factor in planning for educational 
expenses 
Gatewood's company has assembled a 
table projecting the probable future 
costs, including room, board, tuition and 
miscellaneous expenses, of a four-year 
college education based on present costs 
at state universities ($4,000 a year) and 
at private institutions ($6,000 a year i. 
If the figures are shocking for a 10- 
year-old, consider what they will be for 
today’s toddler. Again based on an 
annual seven per cent inflation rate, the 
four-year cost of an education at a state 
university 18 years from now will be 
$56,160, requiring an annual savings, 
starting right now, of $1,860 If he or she 
goes to a private college, the cost will be 
$96,280 and will require an annual 
savings of $3.250. 
Education costs may vary, as will the 
return 
expected 
from 
investment 
dollars But the point is clear that the 
total outlay is likely to be staggering. 
What may not be so apparent is that the 
rate of the rising cost of education may 
exceed the current after tax return on 
savings. 
In other words, even the prudent 
parent may find he is losing ground to 
inflation and may have to borrow or dip 
into capital to meet costs, assuming 
there is any capital. 
Gatewood says that fewer than half 
his firm’s clients with children under 18 
have developed concrete plans for 
financing college costs. 
Maybe our children should all aspire 
to being flower children.

Lompoc’s 
City 
Council 
recently 
formally protested the county’s placing 
five local parcels near the city into 
agricultural preserves It wasn't the 
first time such action has been taken 
here and it was a routine administrative 
matter that will not stop the county 
from granting ag preserve status to 
these parcels. 
But these little-noticed actions give 
the city the future power to dissolve the 
ag preserve status of any of these 
properties or of similar properties 
through annexation if they are or 
become adjacent to city boundaries. 
And this could soften the way for city 
expansion 
into 
surrounding 
prime 
agricultural 
land 
despite 
the 
ag 
preserve program 
Conceivably, 
this 
arrangement 
could 
make it possible for 
any owner of such 
land to break his or 
her low tax ag pre­ 
serve agreement and 
develop 
whenever 
they like, with a little 
city help 
The state's William­ 
son Act allows owners 
of rural parcels to 
contract with counties 
for a period of years, 
usually 10, to keep 
their land clear of de­ 
velopment. 
In 
ex­ 
change, 
the county 
lowers 
property taxes on the parcels for the 
period of the contract. Agricultural land 
adjacent to developed areas is usually 
taxed at high rates based not on the use 
of the land but on its valuable 
development potential. But land in 
agricultural preserves is taxed at a low 
rate — based on the actual use of the 
land — even though it may be ringed by 
high-profit condominiums. Under the 
county ag preserve contracts, the owner 
keeps the land undeveloped and the 
county keeps the taxes down. 
The city’s protest action against the 
new 
local 
ag 
preserves 
wasn't 
motivated by a concern over whether or 
not the five parcels in surrounding 
county 
area 
should 
remain 
m 
agricultural uses for now. According to 
City Attorney Alan Davidson, the City 
Council’s motive was to keep open its 
option to dissolve the ag preserve 
contracts on any of the parcels should 
the city annex any of them and should 
their owners decide to develop on them 
after all. 
Under state law, if a city protests an 
agricultural preserve contract on a 
parcel of land within one mile of its city 
limits, then it may void that same 
contract if ever it annexes the property. 
In other words, a land owner in the 
county area may enjoy low property 
taxes indefinitely behind the tax shield 
of an agricultural preserve but still 
develop his or her property any time he 
or she chooses as long as 1) the property 
is within one mile of the city limits 2) 
the city had the foresight to formally 
protest the ag preserve contract on the 
land when it was executed and 3) the 
city annexes the land before it is 
developed. Nor would there likely be 
attempts to charge the land owner 
retroactive property taxes based on his 
land’s development value after 
it 
suddenly went from open space to an 
apartment 
complex. 
This 
would 
probably be illegal 
There is a fourth condition that 
restricts vulnerable ag preserves to 
those actually adjacent to the city’s 
limits. Under state law, according to 
attorney Davidson, a city may not annex 
a private property that is not contiguous 
with it (next to its limits.) Of course, 
cities may and have annexed narrow 
corridors of land leading to larger 
parcels to bypass such requirements. 
Davidson reports that he doesn’t know 
of any ag preserve land ever being 
annexed and developed in this way in his 
experience in state city halls. This is 
true, he believes, because most of the 
land owners who have their land set 
aside this way are the type of people 
who really want to just farm or enjoy 
their open space and keep development 
out. 
The possibility of sidestepping the 
spirit of the ag preserve program 


remains, however, because of this 
provision written into the Williamson 
Act The law itself has come under 
criticism recently for acting merely as a 
tax 
shelter 
for 
long 
range 
land 
speculators. 
Farmers in general do not like to have 
their land annexed to a city because it 
means higher taxes — sewer district 
taxes, 
possibly 
new school taxes, 
certainly new city taxes. Sometimes the 
extra cost drives farms out of business 
But 
high-intensity, 
high-profit 
property development is something else 
again. Any apartment house or shopping 
center project that wouldn’t generate 
more than enough profit to absorb the 
extra cost of operating inside the city 
limits wouldn’t be launched in the first 
place 
For this reason, the decision that a 
parcel of adjacent county land should be 
annexed would probably be made after a 
land owner decided to develop the 
property in spite of its preserve status 
and his agreement with the county. It 
wouldn’t be worth it for a farmer to 
have his land annexed to the city and the 
city would have little reason to annex it 
otherwise. 
But if the owner of a county parcel in 
an ag preserve and with however small 
a common border with the city desired 
to develop, it would serve both his and 
the city’s ends to make this happen. 
Through 
annexation, 
the 
land 
owner would be left to his profitable 
enterprise unfettered by his ag preserve 
agreement and the city would anticipate 
the extra tax revenue the development 
would generate 
The effect of this part of the 
Williamson 
Act appears to be a 
softening of the path for urban sprawl 
into 
prime 
agricultural 
land. 
Ag 
preserves are still written and land 
development in deep county areas is still 
held in check under the act. But the 
economic siren song of advancing cities 
isn’t very effectively muffled, it would 
seem, as long as the cities themselves 
retain the power to melt away the green 
fields on their borders when it suits 
them and property owners to do so. The 
provision of the act makes those open ag 
areas closest to advancing urbanism and 
most likely to be coveted for new coats 
of pavement also the most vulnerable to 
it. 
That the city has filed protests of the 
ag preserve status of parcels within the 
mile radius does not prove or even 
suggest that the people who own the land 
are any different from the majority of 
other land owners who go into an ag 
preserve simply because they want to 
keep their land undeveloped. 


And the danger of the five parcels 
which were the subject of the latest 
council 
protest 
sprouting 
garden 
apartments and trailer courts in the 
near future is dim because no part of 
this land is adjacent to the Lompoc City 
limits. 


But time changes and cities grow. And 
at some future hour, economic and any 
number of other events may conspire to 
make a quick change act from crops to 
condominiums highly rewarding to 
owners of prime agricultural land which 
has come to share a border with the city. 


Then, the siren song will be deafening 
and some of these land owners may 
reach to open the door to development 
on their land despite the agreement they 
made to keep it open and the tax 
advantages they enjoyed because of it. 
And when and if they do reach, they will 
find that state law and the Lompoc City 
Council has left this door ajar.
